Tem blor ranch is 
named 
from 
Tem blor 
mountain. 
“ Tem blor” is a Spanish word signify­ 
ing earthquak e. 
And here we are fif­ 
ty-five miles west of Bak ersfield. 
This 
ranch is the half way house between 
civilization on the east and civilization 
on the west. 
It is the only stopping 
point for 65 or TO miles across plains 
and over mountains. 
T ha t ’s why we 
are here. 
A ten-room house, a black ­ 
smith shop, large barn, storehouse and 
big sheep corral comprise the improve­ 
ments in sight, and t ha t ’s about a ll— 
chink ed in here at the base of this tre ­ 
mendous mountain. 
To the east lies 
the gre a t valley we have crossed, and 
westward nothing is to be seen but the 
jagged peak s of the Coast 
Range. 
This is a typical sheep ranch. 
All the 
land hereabouts isn't owned by the 
Miller and Lux, the m illionaire cattle 
k ings, but they may use it to gra/.e 
over, the same as if they could read 
their titles clear. 
T he re ’s nobody here 
to object. 
At 7 o’clock the herders came troop, 
ing in with flock s of sheep. 
Nobody 
k nows how much noise five thousand 
able-bodied sheep will m ak e until he 
listens to their gabble. 
These sheep 
are driven out at daybreak each day, 
and the shepherd iri cha rge doesn’t re­ 
turn them until evening. 
A sheep will 
go twelve hours without w ater and not 
sulTer. 
T ha i is why cattle cannot be 
ranged here—too 
far 
from 
water. 
T he only w ater hereabouts is a t this 
ranch. 
An eastern man would say there 
wasn’t enough grass 
011 a thousand 
acres in the vicinity of this ranch to 
k eep a dozen sheep a week , and yet 
these white-fieeeed anim als lick up the 
brown, chippy grass which lies lik e 
chaff on the ground and are actually 
fattening. 
How natural it is for Mexicans to 
handle sheep! 
N early all the help at 
this ranch are Mexicans. 
They cam e 
in just at dusk , sw arthy fellows tha t 
they are, chattering and jabbering jo. 
vially. 
A t 7:30 o’clock a big triangle 
sounded an a break was made for sup­ 
per. 
As there was ‘ com pany” in camp, 
Billy, the cook , not he who played so 
prom inent a part in “ T rilby,” but 
quite as interesting and unique a per­ 
sonage, requested his guests in advance 
to tak e the head of the table, and so we 
were there seated when the sw arthy na ­ 
tives from our sister republic to the 
south of us took their seats. 
T here 
were ten of them. 
“ You see,” said Billy, “sometimes I 
have fifteen or twenty boarders, and 
then, again, I don't have five. 
T he 
help comes and goes. 
Today there 
may be 8,0 0 0 head of sheep 
011 this 
ranch, and tomorrow the re may not be 
2,0<X) head. 
Sheep must be constantly 
changed from one pasture to another. 
T hey’ll die if not changed; and with 
these changes go the men. 
Eggs, mutton stew, boiled beef,beans, 
bread and butter, coffee and apple 
sauce constitute the bill of fare. 
T he 
food was appetizing, well served, and 
we ate with a relish. 
For an hour after supper the men 
chatted and “ yarned,” and then rolled 
up in their blank ets for the night. 
Half a dozen of them took possession of 
the porch, while some went out and 
laid on the ground. None of them slept 
indoors. 
Not a sound during the night 
to disturb us in tha t far-aw ay camp! 
But on the morning the first gleam of 
day brought them out, and they were 
not two minutes in m ak ing their toilets 
and rolling up their blank ets. 
A fter 
look ing these fellows over, all of whom 
seemed to be well nigh physical per­ 
fection, I decided then and there tha t 
downy couches, broadcloth garm ents 
and rich pastry isn’t essential to the 
rounding out of the physical man. 
O ur stay was really pleasant here. 
T he room assigned was large, well 
furnished, tidy, and the sheets and 
towels and pillows were spotless. 
Billy, our host, a k indly bachelor, 
about 45 years of age, who had evident­ 
ly not seen the barber during his seven 
years’sojourn, during which tim e he 
had not lost a day or left tha t isolated 
spot, was constantly apologizing. 
He 
fancied tha t our appetites were out of 
tune, and he brought us “ e xtra s trong” 
coffee, and showered upon us a most 
liberal supply of “superior” 
b atter 
cak es. 
It was so long since he had 
seen “com pany” tha t he was bound to 
do the right thing. 
Upon tak ing our 
departure he brought out half a dozen 
pom egranates and a large ra ttle from 
a snak e, which he insisted tha t we 
k eep as souvenirs. 
“ T he ra ttle ,” said he, “ I got the day 
before yesterday. 
A big ra ttle r was 
trying to tak e a sun-bath on my front 
steps. 
I can stand snak es most any­ 
where, but I draw the line when they 
climb up here. 
I just ca n’t and won't 
stand it. 
Oh! said he, “ by the way, I 
guess your bed was clear, 
w arn't it?” 


“ W hy, you k now the scorpions and 
centipedes and tarantulas are d read ­ 
fully brothersom e here, and I didn’t 
k now but you m ight ha ’ found some in 
bed!” 
“ No, we didn't find any!” 
“ Well, 
I’m dreadfully glad: they 
don't m ak e real comfortable bed-fel­ 
low,” and Billy seemed real pleased to 
k now tha t none of the poisonous ve r­ 
min he had named had molested us. 
Upon leaving this ranch we at once 
began the accent. 
For six long miles 
there is a sharp and perpetual climb. 
We are above the tim ber line, aud 
trees and shrubbery appear on every 
hand. 
It is in strik ing contrast to the 
plains which we had crossed. 
About 
two miles out, a large rattler, which 
was coiled by the roadside, attem pted 
to get away from us, but I stopped him 
with a club and detached 
12 glistening 
rattles from the w rithing body with 
the “ nib” of a printe r’s rule, which 
i 
always carry with me as a sort of 
charm . 
On and up, higher and still 
higher, winding in and out to m ak e 
the ascent, wo plodded and at last, af­ 
ter nearly three hours, we were near 
the summit. 
As we stop to rest, with 
a strong field ghi-» s we gazed back and 
below in adm iration on the wonderful 
panoram a presented. 
The road we 
had followed could be seen in a dozen 
places lik e a coiled snak e far below us, 
while the treeless plains spread out in 
limitless extent. 
Not a house, no sign 
of a man or m an’s work in any direc­ 
tion except Tem blor ranch, which had 
faded to a mere gray speck set in em­ 
erald. 
This is a wild country! 
Quail 
in pairs are constantly d arting across 
the road and into the brush; the brown 
ground squirrels, which are num ber­ 
less, are dodging into their holes at 
every turn in the road, while the wild 
mock ing 
birds are fairly splittliug 
their throats in joyous song. 
And the 
flowers! 
W ha t shall 1 say of them ? 
W hile on the plains we saw no flowers, 
the drought having cut them, but here 
wild violets, the California poppy, the 
m arigold and 
mountain pink , baby 
blue-eyes and wild lark spur were 
peeping out at 
11s from every quarter. 
T heir surpassing loveliness is indes­ 
cribable. 
T he scenery was rugged, 
and the very wildness of tha t lonely 
section is thrillingly impressive. 
W e would no sooner get to the sum­ 
mit of one mountain than wo would be­ 
gin to descend; and such a rollick ing 
as it was, up and down all the time! 
The road was good, not v. ide, but solid, 
and the ravines were not dangerously 
precipitous. 
A fter four long hours we 
reached Carisa Plains, a broad, level 
plateau. 
H ere for ten miles we moved 
along a t a rapid gait. 
Below us to our 
left five or six miles lay a bed of chrys- 
tallized alk ali and chloride of sodium 
miles in extent. 
It was dazzling to the 
sight as it glistened in tiie noonday 
sun. 
H ere ranchm en come for fifty 
miles and haul away this natural pro­ 
duct for their stock . 
A t 1 o’clock we arrived at H ub b a rd ’s 
a settlem ent 18 miles further west 
This is a Mat. level space in the midst 
of the Coast R ange and a few pluck y 
farm ers have come up here and are 
trying to m ak e a living growing w heat 
and barley. 
T hey haul all their pro­ 
visions 70 miles and their produce the 
same distance to m ark et, 
T hink of 
the farm ers of Lee county hauling 
farm produce tha t (distance over steep 
mountain roads! 
Of course they don’t 
goto m ark et often—perhaps twice a 
year, and rarely have any ready cash 
except when they sell their grain. T he 
fruits here am ount to almost nothing 
A few apricots, peaches, almonds and 
English walnuts are grown by Irriga t­ 
ing, but w ater is tooJ| scarce and cost* 
too much to pipe out of the mountains 
to m ak e it practical for the farm er 
of m oderate means. 
Hut the district 
schools here are good. 
One district 
we passed had but seven scholars and 
yet the teacher, a Los Angeles lady, 
received the princely salary of $75 per 
month for her services. 
Some of the 
scholars traveled nine mile on horse­ 
back daily from their homes. 
I must defer a description of La Pan- 
za and the placer gold mines tberea- 
abouts until next week .

One of the most curious scenes on the 
Thessa lia n frontier is to be found a t 
Ka liba ki, some 50 miles by ra il a bove 
Trikha la . 
The town lies on a pla in 
which is ba cked by the extra ordina ry 
rocks of Meteora , rising precipitously 
to a grea t height a nd comma nding the 
ma rked a ttention of tra velers. In pla ces 
the cliffs a scend like a M a ll to a height 
of 2,000 feet. 
They a re rough, free 
from verdure a nd disfigured by innu­ 
mera ble holes a nd ca ves a ll over their 
fa ce. 
It is these ca ves a nd rema ins of monk­ 
ish dwellings in them tha t give the 
rocks of Meteora the stra nge, a lmost 
prehistoric a ppea ra nce tha t ha s ma de 
them fa mous. 
! 
There a re 
severa l mona steries a t 
i Ka liba ki. The la rgest is bt, Stephen’s. 
Unlike the other mona steries, this is 
rea ched by a dra wbridge thrown a cross 
a y a wning cha sm. 
This is one of the 
la rgest of the mona steries of Meteora 
a nd ha s a guest cha mber especia lly fit­ 
ted up for visitors—tha t is to sa y, there 
a re three iron beds in it, a nd it is only 
courteous to surmise tha t the wa dded 
coverlet a nd single sheet tha t go to 
ma ke up a Greek bed once were new. 
The hegoumenos is most hospita ble. 
He gives his visitors excellent mona stic 
wine, a dinner of ma ny weird courses 
a nd is himself very good compa ny. 
As 
usua l, there a re two churches in this 
mona stery, the sma ller of the two pos­ 
sessing 
some very fa ir ikons set in 
bea utifully ca rved fra mes, a nd one verv 
old picture, da ted 387. 
The la rge church consists of a na ve, 
a ntecha pel, with the body of the church 
under the dome, which is decora ted j 
with the usua l ha lf length figure of 
Christ. 
Here a re seen some of the in- j 
la id ivory a nd mother of pea rl stools 
a nd lecturns which a t one time were the 
sta ple work of the Meteora monks. 
All the ma nuscripts of a ny va lue ha ve 
been removed to Athens. A long build­ 
ing a t the right of the bridge conta ins 
the cells of the monks, which open into 
a da rk covered corridor. In time of wa r 
these mona steries a re used a s pla ces of 
refuge. 
Not the lea st curious fea ture of these 
unique rocks of Meteora a re the holes 
a nd ca ves which litera lly pepper the 
fa ce of the cliffs in pla ces. 
In ma ny ca ses these retrea ts of the 
hermits of St. Anthony a re 
merely 
ca ges. At a dista nce they look, some of 
them, like 
big 
birdca ges hung 
up 
a ga inst the fa ce of the cliff. 
As dwell­ 
ings they a re a ll exceedingly primitive. 
The Thessa lia n hermit did not a sk 
much of life. 
A rocky floor to lie on, 
ba rs or ra ilings to keep him from fa ll­ 
ing out of his hole, u sha ky la dder 
down which he might now a nd then 
descend to ea rth a nd a ba sket a nd string 
to let down for supplies were a ll he 
needed in a ddition to his crucifix a nd 
other religious necessities. 
These a eria l ca ves were occupied in 
the fourteenth century. 
Thousa nds of 
hermits, judging from the rema ins of 
ha bita tions, must a t ono time or a nother 
ha ve sought refuge in these cliffs. Few 
of them ca n now be entered, for the 
la dders ha ve for the most pa rt fa llen 
a wa y. 
Seemingly the wa y a hermit proceed­ 
ed wa s to choose a hole tha t took his 
fa ncy. Up to this ho ra n a la dder. Then, 
driving poles into the rock before the 
ca ve, he built out a little pla tform. 
This he roofed in a nd surrounded with 
a wa ll ma de of sticks or dried gra ss. 
From one pla tform to a nother these 
a nchorites ra n up their la dders until the 
whole fa ce of the rock wa s a live with 
these hermits of St. Anthony. 
After the time honored fa shion of re­ 
ligious recluses, the cliff dwelling her­ 
mits of St. Anthony depended wholly 
i 
on cha rity for their sustena nce. Fa r up 
in their a iry ca ves they spent their da ys 
a nd nights in pra yer a nd contempla tion. 
When hungry or thirsty, they let down 
their ba skets to the ground, a nd when 
these were filled they pulled them up 
a ga in. 
The devout people of Ka liba ki be­ 
lieved tha t these hermits were a specia l 
cha rge upon them a nd kept them well 
supplied with brea d a nd wa ter. 
Every 
morning men, women a nd children 
could be seen tra mping to the cliffs to 
fill the ba skets tha t were let down by the 
strings from a bove. And so the hermits 
were a ble to live their quiet, la zy lives 
without a single worldly ca re.—New 
York World.
